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When the Italians conquered 
the territory from the Turks 
in 1912, the Senus@i became 
political as well as religious 
leaders.

This period of uncertainty 
lefta resicue of bitterness.

Finally, in 
1949, the @nall nations in the 
United Nations forced a de 
cision that independé@nce 
should be declared by Ja- 
nuary 1, 1952, but left Bri- 
tain and France with the ex- 
pense and responsibility of 
implementing the resolution 
advised by a U.N. Commis- 
sioner 

Hunger Level 

The two main problerns 
facing the new State concerr 
ils economy and its place in 
the present Anglo-Egyptian 
dispute. Libya is far too poor 
to maintain an effective gov- 
ernment out of its own re 
sources; its national income 
reduced. to money terms. 
works out at about £12 per 
head per year. in other words, 
not really enough to keep its 
inhabitants above the hunger 
level, let alone support the 
apparatus of government.

Politics 

Libya’s economie develop- 
ment is bound up with its at- 
titude to Arab League politics. 
Owing to its strategid in-_por- 
tance wiv @ vols Southern Eu- 
rope, the Balkans, the Suez 
Canal and Turkey, the British 
and US. Governments intend 
to ask for permission to retain 
facilities for training and sta- 
tioning troops and aircraft in 
Libyan territory. The  pro- 
Egyptian, anti-Western Libyan 
National Congress Party has 
agitated against granting the 
request, proposing instead the 
eradication of all Western in- 
fluence without offering any 
alternaiive sources of econo- 
mic aid and employment. 

The struggle between the 
pro-Westerners and anti-West- 
erners is expected to colour 
political life for some time to 
come. At present, the 
Westerners have the suppor 
of King Idris, and solid eco 
nomic arguments to back 
them: the anti-Westerners 
have their eppeal to the emo 
tions of religious fanaticism. 
xenophobia, end a memory 
of past wrongs at the hands 
of the “West.” 

The final outcome is In the 
balance: success for the mo- 
derates in Libya might help 
future relations between the 
Arab world and the Wert.
